Keeting of representatives of ADOSO, ADOPC, ADOSI, and Chief, I&SS, on 1h 
March, where agreement was reached on the following proposal. 


2. The purpose of this project is to provide for the immediate establisIment 
of interrogation teams for the operational support of 0S0 and Orc activities. 
The teans will utilize the polygraph, drugs, and hypnotism to attain the greatest 
results in imterrogation techniques. It is important that this project be es- 
tablished inzsimich as a considerable public and govermment interest has recently 
developed in the use of hypnotism for interrogation and for v:ersonality control 
purposes. ‘his interest stems from the recent spy trials in Hungary and other 
satellite countries. Within a number of areas of CIA there has developed con~ 
siderable interest in the field of hypnotism and one of the basic purposes of 
this procran is to bring all such interests within the purview and control of 

a single project. It is extremely important that any action by CIA in these 
fields be restricted to the imowledge of a minimum number of persons on a Top 
Secret basis to prevent compromise and unfavorable repercussions. Further, 
activities in this field are so highly specialized that untrained personnel 
Should not c=merirent or attempt to asply the techniques of hypnotism uncer 

any circumstances. This project will provide highly qualified and technical 
personnel to perfoxm all aspects of interrogation for all areas of the Agency. 


The immediate vurpese of the program is to provide interrogation tears 
utilizing the cover of polygraph interrogation to determine the bona fides of 
high potential defectors and agents, and also for the collection of incidental 
intelligence from such projects. A team is to be composed of three persons 
consisting of a doctor -—- psychiatrist, a polygraph -- hypnotist, and a technician. 


It is proposed that two teams be established to meet current anticivated 
requirements. As it will require approximately five months to adequately train 
two polygrank -- hypnotists, I&SS will make available immediately its nypnotist -- 
snecialist for field assignments in order that a team will be immediately avail- 
able for service. ‘To complete the team a doctor and a technician will also be 
required for immediate service. In order to provide for two tears it is proposed 
that two doctors- psychiatrists, two polygraph -- hypnotists and two technicians 
be authvrized under this oroject. In this manner one team will be available for 
immediate service and within six months two full time teams will be established. 
It is further proposed that the doctos -- psychiatrists be set up in an office in 
Washington which will serve as a cover for training, exnerimentation, and in- 
doctrination murposes in the use of drugs and hypnotism. The doctors will be 
available for field assignments with the interrogation teams. All training of 
the team persannel will be conducted by 1245S. The team personnel, when not on 
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field assignaents, will ve utilized for defensive training of covert personnel, 
study, and experiment.tion in the application of these techniques. This pro- 
ject is for the defensive use at this time of drugs and hypnotism. However, 
positive application of hypnotism WL1L not be used until further exoerience in 
this fieli has been obtained and subject to approval of the DCI.
